REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a clipping device as set forth 
in the instant claims having a base frame connected to an electrode plate having a 
plurality of pressing rollers eccentrically mounted to a first shaft in such a way that the 
edge of the roller pressed the base frame, and an operating rod having a board 
pressing section has a firs end pivot mounted to the base frame so that a spring and 
linking rod module are positioned between the operating rod and a first shaft, and a 
second end of the pressed board pressing section, wherein the first shaft is rotated with 
an angle and the pressing roller is rotated to an angle so there is a gap formed between 
the roller edge and the base frame to insert the base plate and after releasing the board 
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pressing section of the operating rod, the spring restores the roller edge contact to the 
electroplating base plate to tightly clip the electroplating base plate.
